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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The applicant argues that the Bots reference 
does not teach the limitations of (1) a plurality of interconnected nodes communicatively coupled with each other as member nodes of a 
virtual private network (VPN), wherein all communication between the interconnected nodes are encrypted (2) each of the master nodes 
controlling admission and departure in the VPN, at pages 9-14 of the Remarks section. The examiner respectfully disagrees with these 
arguments. 

As per the first argument, the Bots reference teaches the limitation of a plurality of interconnected nodes [see figure 2, elements 201, 
202, 203, 205, 250] communicatively coupled with each other as member nodes [see figure 2, elements 201-203,211-213, 221-223, 331- 
332 are all coupled as members of a virtual private network] of a virtual private network (VPN), wherein all communication between the 
interconnected nodes are encrypted [see the abstract and column 6, lines 37-52, all the communications between the interconnected 
nodes of the VPN is encrypted.] The abstract clearly states (as does column 6) that the members of a virtual private network exchange 
data that may be compressed, encrypted and authenticated, if the exchange is between members of the group. The applicant does not 
claim that the communications between the members of a sub-VPN group are encrypted. Furthermore, the examiner would like to point 
out that encrypting data in a network environment is notoriously well known in the computer art because of it's inherent benefits such as, 
maintaining data security and/or confidentiality. 

As per the second argument, each of the master nodes (VPNU) controlling admission and departure in the VPN [see column 3, lines 8-22 
and figure 2, element VPNU*.] 
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
